Shooting Through Solid Steel..
The Anility of piling steel anchor
plates on war vessels is being demon¬
strated at the new testing ground of
the Cramps. There, at intervals of a

few days, conical steel shells are iired
through four inches of solid steel tu mor

pi tte with as apparent ease as though
the plates were the flimsiest cardboard,
The range is on the Lewis farm, above
Wheatsheaf lane, along; the Delaware
river. The .shells, which are three
inches in diameter and 10 inches long,

irged from the finest hardened
steel and fitted by the Cramps for use
in the United States army and navy,
and it is to test the quality of the steel
in different lots that these experiments
are being conducted.

A. heavy abutement of railroad ties
has been erected as a fender to hobt a

hank of earth, and in front of that is
placed a heavy ouk plank box, five feet
square and 10 feet long, which is filled
with sand.
Against another fender in front of

this box is set up one ol the armour

plates, such as are used on the
armored cruisers and battleships
now being built. One hundred
feet distant from the plate is the
tiring house.a plank building about 30
feet long by 10 feet wide and double
lined to deaden sound.
Two .'l-iueh rapid-firing Driggs-

Schroeder guns are used iu the rests.
When everything is ready for tiring a

lanyard is passed out of the back of the
building aud through an apeturo in a

pile of heavy sprucejoists, the guu hav¬
ing previously been sighted.
When the gun is lired the wall of

steel is pierced by the projectile, leav-
aly a fringe around the hole where

the Bhot passes out on the opposite
side. It is then sought for in the sand
in the box and examined closely as to
condition.
Of course the shell is not charged, or

it would explode aud blow up the box
and all around after going through the
steel. Not all the shells fired at the
steel armor plate go through it, and
this is considered sufficient cause for

lemnation of that batch of projec¬
tiles. The experiments are all conduct¬
ed by the Cramps' regular staff of ord¬
nance officers..Phil. Record.
